People of the United States of America: 


We face an unprecedented crisis in these trying times. Never before in the history of this nation have 
we faced a combination of pandemic, economic failure, government incompetence, corporate 
cronyism, and domestic terrorism. Yet we are witnessing it now. 


Millions are sick and dead; many millions more are out of work and facing eviction; even more 
struggle to get food or protective equipment to combat the spread of COVID. The citizens turn against 
each other in a time where unity is most imperative. Our government lay bought out by the ultra-rich, 
and thus, they do nothing to aid us. 


$600 is merely throwing us a bone. It is said that leaving a quarter for a tip is far more insulting than 
leaving no tip at all, because it means they didn’t forget the tip — but they deliberately chose to give 
almost nothing. The $600 is by no means aid. It is a message. The government takes our labor value in 
taxes our whole life. The taxes should go to funding public programs and aid; not lining the pockets of 
the ultra-rich, not funding an over-inflated war budget. 


The most recent coronavirus aid bill consisted of $900 billion dollars in taxpayer money. If every 
eligible citizen got $600 (approximately 328 million), then the total would be about $197 billion. 
Where is the other $700 billion going? 


In the bill there are portions going to military and “democracy programs” in places such as Venezuela. 
This is thinly veiled language for a CIA-led coup attempt to overthrow the Socialist government and 
revolution formed there. And this is only the tip of the iceberg. Is it not suspicious that the government 
had endless amounts of money to use for war in these past two decades alone, and that they have shut 
down over deciding whether to give us $600? Nancy Pelosi reportedly claimed that $600 is a 
“significant” amount for working-class Americans. Has she not worked a minimum-wage job 
throughout her entire life, struggling to make ends meet, to put a roof over her head, to put food on the 
table? Has she not lived under the constant threat of job termination, of eviction, of medical expenses, 
of hunger? 


And now President Trump has vetoed the bill, citing $2000 for every citizen. Unfortunately, this is not 
going to work out.

When a government excels at waging endless wars and corporate bailouts, but stalls and fails at 
providing relief to its people during a pandemic, it means the time for revolution has come. The bubble 
has burst.
